The Make-Up of the Orew and a Description 
of the Drill—Ease with Which the Boat 
Can Be Handled—Can Be Stopped With- 
im Four Feet When Under Fall Head- 
way—Capt. St. Peter’s Methods with His 
Men—The Signal Code Drill. 

The United States Government Life-Saving 
Station, at the mouth of the river, is in trim 
for the and an interesting experience 
is to see Capt. St. Peter, in command of the 
station, drill his men. His force, all told, 
consists of seven active, muscular, weather- 
beaten, young fellows, whose nationalities are 
a8 varying as théir names. The limit of age 
for the service is 45 years, but none of Capt. 
St. Peter’s nen is over 27 and the youngest is 
22. They are from the Northiand, the 
Hebrides, the isles washed by the Irish Sea, 
and there is also an American among them. 
Capt. St. Peter himself is a Frenchman. * 

With the exception of one man the force is 
an entirely new one; but as fishermen or sail- 
ors they have all been accustomed to ride the 
tops of bounding billows and therefore take 
kindly to life-saving boats and the water. 

Capt. St. Peter has already commenced 
drilling his new crew. ‘The drill is the same 
as that of sailors in the United States navy, 
with some variations incident to that of the 
life-saving service... The scheme of drills in- 
cludes: working and handling a surf-boat, a 
life-boat, dnd displaying and reading the in- 
ternational code of signal flags. The life-boat 
is not often called into service at this port, 
and as one of the features of that drill is the 
upsetting of the boatand dumping the men 
into the lake, the Captain will wait until the 
weather and water are warmer before giving 
his new crew that exhilarating experience. 

Yesterday theré was a surf-boat drill away 
out in the lake, about three miles from shore. 
The crew consisted of the Captain and six 
men. Towatch them obey orders and maneu- 
ver with the waves tossing and dashing against 
their craft was interesting and sometimes ex- 

The Drill. 

“Up oars!’ said Capt. St. Peter, and every 
blade was lifted into the air. “Let fall!” 
and six oars simultaneously dropped into the 
water. “Give way!’ and six brawny backs 
straightened upward and backward, and the 
surf-boat leaped forward, cleaving the foam- 
topped waves. ‘“‘ Reverse seats!’’ and in an 
instant the six men had faced about, and al- 
most before the tones of the imnmediately-suc- 
ceeding command, “Hold water!” had died 
away the progress of the boat was stopped, 
and its only movement came from the waves. 
Capt. St. Peter says he has had a crew which 
could stop a boat under full headway within 
four feet after giving the command, “ Hold 
water.”’ Other orders in the drill are, “Back 


. starboard, give way port,’’ and the reverse, 


either of which will reverse the position of the 
boat almost instantly. The Captain says that 
the rougher the weather the better the day for 
practice and training, and, although he has a 
regular day each week for surf-boat drill, he 
frequently takes the crew out on other days 
when the weather and lake are invitingly 
rough. 

All men for the life-saving service must un- 
dergo a physical examination by a marine 
hospital surgeon, must have had some experi- 
ences in boats, and must be good if not expert 
swimmers. When on actual duty at a wreck 


or in saving life during a storm there.is no. 


service that calls for more coolness, bravery, 
“and ‘endufance.than is demanded from the 
lifesaver. Fortunately, the station last year 
had but little to do. 

The life-saving station at this port was es- 


' tablished in 1876, and Capt. St. Peter has been 


in command of it since 1878, when he was 
transferred here from Two Rivers, Wis. He 
is of medium height, cool in manner, wiry in 
frame, dauntless, and experienced. He says 
most of the best men he has ever had have quit 
the service after a season because of the small 
pay given. The wages are only $50 a month, 
out of which the men have to board themselves 
and buy their unjforms, and then atthe close 
of navigation are discharged. The Captain is 
of the opinion that the wages of surfmen 
ought.to be increased, and also that a new 
and larger station building is needed. If there 
were room in the building the crew could es- 
tablish a mess-room and thus save something 
in board,

While almost any one with a flagstaff and the 
flags and book of symbols and interpretations 
before him can talk the language of the code 
—granted that he be given unlimited time— 
it requires long practice and study to be rapid 
or expert in its use. Therefore, and necessarily, 
the drill of Capt. St. Peter’s new crew in the 
code yesterday was slow. But it was full of 
interest and crowded with lingual surprises. 
It is alanguage more wonderful, scientific, 
and useful than the volapik. 

Besides the signals indicating words and 
phrase@ of every character and meaning the 
“code” comprises geographical signals, 
alphabetical and spelling tables, a numerical 
table running up to the figures 300,000, time 
and date, and longitude and latitude tables.

The Stock-Yards awoke toa sensation of 
large proportions yesterday. It was nothing 
less than what is believed to be anew move 
on the part of the big three—Armour, Swift, 
and Morris—to the Stock-Yards com- 
pany to terms, and involving, if successful, 
the complete. abandoning of the Tolleston 
(Ind.) scheme which has been so much ex- 
ploited. Moving to Indiana would be ex-

will possibly obviate that inconvenience and 
avoid much of the expense. 

t Several weeks ago Nelson Morris bought 
three acres or more of land just outside the 
Stock-Yards and adjoining his new beef-house. 
Last week a big force of men—the pick-and- 
shovel brigade—began operations. Large 
loads of lumber were deposited on the 
grounds, Carpenters were set at work, and 
completely appointed stock-yards on a some- 
what limited scalé began to assume propor- 
tions. Chutes at which twenty cars of cattle may 
be unloaded were put up, and then followed 
@ covered runway, 900 feet long, leading from 
the yards to Morris’ slaughter-house, and hav- 
ing @ capacity of 2,000 head of cattle.

But 
when he says that ** what would be bad for the 
country at the present time might be a neces- 
sity in 1894” he utters something which a 
| sensible man knows cannot be true. An un- 
limited coinage of silver dollars that would be 
worth only three-quarters as muchas their 
nominal value can never be a necessity, nor 
even advisable. Being an intelligent man Mr. 
Cleveland ¢an have no doubt on that point. 
Hence he is hedging for selfish, demagogical 
reasons. Evidently he is trying to. enact the 
role of “ Mr. Facing-Both-Ways”’ in the “ Pil- 
grim’s Progress,’’ or to ride two horses, or 
git on two stools at one and the same time, 
the inevitable result of which must be 
a landing on the ground. Ue is en- 
deavoring to stand on both sides of 
the silver question. He wants to get the sup- 
port of the silver stumptailers south of the 
Ohioand onthe west bank of the Mississippi and 
of the honest. currency people on the eastern 
flank of the Alleghanies. He ought to know 
that this cannot‘be done, He ought also to 
be sufficiently well informed on the subject to 
see that an unlimited coinage of light weight 
silver dollars by the United States and a 
maintenance of the parity of gold and light 
weight silver dollars are incumpatible. Both 
cannot be effected at once. The one renders 
the other impossible. Surely Grover Cleve- 
land has lecrned ere this that one can go. ankle 
deep in a stream without danger of drowning, 
but that to go over head and ears im the water 
16 an entirely different matter. He miust be 
well ‘aware that unlimited coinage of light 
weight silver dollars by the United States 
would. tear gold and silver apart unless the 
leading nations of the civilized world should 
unite in the step, and there are no indications 
of their doing it. On the contrary, a resolve 
to open our mints to the free coinage of silver 
would be a good reason for their refusing to 
do so. 

Hence Cleveland has not shown that firm 
adherence to his beliefs for which he has been 
praised so much in the past, and the reputa- 
tion for which constituted the chief element of 
his strength with the people. It has always 
been said that he possessed backbone and 
would stick to what be believed to be right, 
but it is evident that his an to gain the 
‘Democratic nomination next - year is nibbling 
away at the base of his principles and that he 
is giving up whatever of conscientiousness he 
has possessed in the past.

THE COUZINS IMBROGLIO. 

“Majah” Jones of St. Louis, one of the 
+ World’s Fair Commissioners from Missouri 
and Chairman of the Committee on Finance, 
has taken advantage of his official position to 
interfere in behalf of Miss Phoebe Couzins in 
her contest with the Board of Lady Managers 
and to direct an officious communication to 
the Secretary of the Treasury in Washington, 
instructing him to pay no Secretary’s bills 
which are not vouched for by Miss Couzins, 
and to pay the Secretary’s salary only to that 
lady, Itis safe to say that the impertinent 
action of ‘‘Majah”’ Jones will neither do the 
Fair nor Miss Couzins any good. 

This is a serious enough matter to talk 
about plainly. If Miss Couzinshad any sensi- 
bility she would not attempt to force herself 
upon the Board of Lady Managers after they 
had unanimously informed her they did not 
desire her sérvices any longer. If she were a 
capable Secretary and had performed the 
duties assigned to her satisfactorily to them 
she would still be holding her position. But 
she has not been. She doesn’t suit the board 
and it doesn’t want her any longer as Secre- 
tary. She is claimed to be self-willed and ar- 
bitrary, aggressive and disobedient. During 
the time she was acting as Secretary she 
seems to have forgotten that the position is 
only a clerical one and imagined that it was 
executive in character, thus giving her the 
right to argue, debate, and vote on questions, 
and policies, and business, when her prcvince 
was merely to keep the records, put down the 
minutes, and obey orders implicitly. Such a 
self-willed person, it goes without saying, was 
not a proper individual for that sort of office. 


The board needed some one who was better: 


qualified for the position and more obedient, 
and was very reluctantly forced to make the 
change. 

If “Majah” Jones is a friend to Miss 
Couzins he is giving her anything but good or 
proper advice, It is absolute folly to assume 
and she can bulldoze the bodrd and run it in 
defiance of Mrs: Palmer and the lady man- 
agers, or that she can magnify herself at their 
expense. His meddlesome action, therefore, 
will do no good for the Exposition itself or for 
his client, in whose behalf he is now dictating 
to the Government of the United States what 
it shall do and what it shall not do. Itis only 
the sex of Miss Couzins which has saved her 
from a severe excoriation at the hands of the 
Chicago press, Had it been a man in the other

THE SCAVENGER SYSTEM. 

Ald. Cullerton meant well and acted well in 
the Council Monday evening. He always ex- 
periences a change of heart when the way is 
being cleared for a reform City Administra- 
tion. Buthe was “off” in saying that “ the 
contract system of doing scavenger work had 
been an utter failure.”’ Itis not the system 
that has failed but the manner in which it has 
been administered that has failed, and the 
blame rests largely on Mr. Cullerton’s Demo- 
cratic and on some of his Republican col- 
leagues. The contracts for doing the séav- 
enger work have been loosely drawn 
and have not been properly enforced, 
The officers of the city, paid to see 
that the contracts are lived up to, have as a 
rule failed in their duty.

They seem to have been in corrupt collusion 
with the contractors against the citizens who 
pay their salaries, They have been supported 
in their wrong-doing by the Aidermen whose 
appointees they are. These are the reasons 
why the contract. system has been a failure. 
‘Under an honest, careful Administration it 
can be made a success. Let the contracts be 
earefully drawn. Let them be rigidly en- 
forced under penalty. Make the sanitary 
inspectors entirély independent of the Alder- 
men and the scavenger work will be well done 
and Chicago ’will have clean alleys and its 
sanitary condition will be improved. The 
suggestion of Mr, Cullerton to go back to the 
“day’s work” “*‘sogering”’ system is vicious, 
It would only make things worse.
